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Council Refuses 


The Sierra Madre Environ¬ 
mental Action Council (SM- 
EAC) did not receive the sup¬ 
port it was seeking from the 
City Council at the council’s 
regular semi-monthly meet¬ 
ing Tuesday night. 

While individually voicing 
support of the positions taken 
by tne SMEAC spokesmen in 
opposing the upcoming ballot 
measures Propositions 11 
and 12, the council followed 


the lead of Councilman Char¬ 
les Corp in taking no offi¬ 
cial action to oppose those 
measures. In opposing any 
formal council action in sup¬ 
port of SMEAC’s position, 
Corp noted the council has 
traditionally limited its offi¬ 
cial actions to matters direct¬ 
ly affecting Sierra Madre. 

Corp’s recommendation 
that the council take no for¬ 
mal position on the proposed 


legislation brought an imme¬ 
diate concurrence from Coun¬ 
cilman Thomas Edwards. 

The council’s position was 
taken after hearing SMEAC 
spokesman Dr. Albert Metz¬ 
ger, the Education and Com¬ 
munications Committee chair¬ 
man for SMEAC when not 
performing his regular duties 
as a physicist at the Jet Pro¬ 
pulsion Laboratory, urge the 
council to support adoption

of both Prop. 11, the anti¬ 
litter proposition, and Prop. 
12, the nuclear-freeze pro¬ 
posal. 

In discussing the anti¬ 
litter proposition. Dr. Metz¬ 
ger noted that spokesmen 
for Roess’ Market in Sierra 
Madre stated they had no 
reason to believe that pro¬ 
position would affect their 
operation. Dr. Metzger point¬ 
ed out this position was dif¬ 


ferent than spokespersons 
for other markets in the area 
who voiced their opposition 
to the adoption of Prop. 11. 

Taking a position of no 
action as a result of the 
SMEAC position, several 
councilmembers noted they 
had, as stated by Council- 
member Lisa Fowler, “no 
right to intrude” in the be¬ 
liefs of the Sierra Madre 
citizens whether supporting 


or opposing the positions 
taken by SMEAC. 

In other matters, the coun¬ 
cil carried over until its next 
meeting, on Oct. 26, the fur¬ 
ther discussion of the roof 
covering for the water stor¬ 
age tank on North Auburn; 
it approved the temporary 
use permit for the Girl scouts 
permit for the Girl Scouts 
to hold their annual Cookie 
Sales, Nov. 5 to Dec. 3; 


it adopted a Fair Housing 
Program for the city but re¬ 
jected a federal rent subsidy 
program. 

It also approved, on a 
3 - 1 vote (Mayor Carlyle 
Griffin was absent and Coun¬ 
cilman Edwards voted “no”) 
further improvements to the 
city-owned house at 449 Mari¬ 
posa; it approved the exten¬ 
sion of the tentative tract 


map for the construction of a 
10-unit condominium project 
at 695 West Sierra Madre 
Boulevard. 

And it decided to discuss, 
upon recommendation of 
councilman Corp, some 
cable television problems re¬ 
lating to completion of the 
recent system improvements 
and assessing of penalties for 
alleged noncompletion of the 
Group W system.

Oriental Fruit Fly Found in N. Sierra Madre 


Although the Mediterrean 
fruit fly is known to be era¬ 
dicated in the Los Angeles 
area, an Oriental fruit fly was 
found in a trap last Thursday 
at the Lomboy residence at 
15 W. Carter in Sierra Madre. 
Television news coverage pro¬ 
nounced the fact in a special 
news feature Monday evening. 

According to Bill Edwards, 
deputy agriculture commis¬ 
sioner for Los Angeles County, 
this is the third finding in 
Southern California this year 


with the first in Redondo in 
January and the second July 
4 in Claremont. 

The difference between the 
Mediterranean fruit fly, usual¬ 
ly termed the Med-fly, and 
the Oriental fruit fly is very 
little except for the lure used 
to trap the flies. Methyl Eugi- 
nol is the chemical lure used 
to attract the male Oriental 
fly and Trimed is that used to 
trap the Med-fly, he explains. 

How did that Oriental fruit 
fly get here in Sierra Madre? 


Probably on some illegal fruit 
brought in from Hawaii, Ed¬ 
wards explains. These flies 
infest the Hawaiian islands 
and normally come in from 
that area, he says. 

Perhaps the fruit becomes 
infested, is thrown in the gar¬ 
bage, establishes itself first in 
the maggot stage, the pupa 
or resting stage, and finally 
the fly emerges, he states. 

Grocers or fruit stand deal¬ 
ers would not sell infested 
fruit, he states. 


In explaining the stages both 
flies go through, Edwards 
says, the warmer the weather 
the shorter is the life cycle. 
In warm weather such as this 
a month’s life cycle is normal. 
As weather gets cooler, the 
cycle extends to as long as 70 
days in the winter, but the fly 
does continue to live. 

The female lays the eggs in 
the host fruit and maggots 
develop in the fruit. The fruit 
falls to the ground early and 
rots, maggots crawl out into 


the soil and become pupa. 
Then the adult flics emerge 
and the cycle begins once more. 

Good hosts, he explains, 
are all citrus and all stone 
fruits. Bad hosts are tomatoes 
and strawberries. 

Other types of fruit flies 
include the melon and Mexican 
flics. 

Mediterranean fruit flies 
are best established in host 
trees within five sites per square 
mile whereas Oriental flies are 
in one or two sites. 

The Lomboy residence at 
15 W. Carter was first chosen 
months ago for placement of 
traps because of the multiple 
hosts on that property. “It 
is an ideal site for traps and 
we have established one for 
each type of fly there. Traps 
are often rotated and are 
checked weekly. The Lomboy 
trap was checked Thursday 
last week.” 

As a result of finding an 
Oriental fruit fly here, will 
the area be quarantined? 

No, Edwards states. But 
more traps are being set out— 
five per square mile in an 81- 
square-mile project which also 
encompasses E. Pasadena, San 
Marino, Arcadia and Monro¬ 
via. Two-hundred-ten traps 
in all. 

This week the traps will be 
checked every three days by 
22 trappers in the area. If 
nothing is found, trappers will 


check the traps weekly. “We 
don’t consider there is a real 
infestation unless multiple 
flies arc found or if we find 
evidence the flies are present,” 
Edwards says. 

Now what? “In the past 
we mix the Methyl mixture 
with a pesticide called Naiad 
or Dibrom and place this in 
the traps as lures. We also 
squirt two to four millimeters 
on trees and telephone poles 
about eight feet up in the 
trees. These spots of treatment 
are called bait stations and we 
generally establish 600 bait 
stations per square mile. That 
treatment will probably take 
place next week, treating 
nine square miles considering 
15 W. Carter as the epicenter. 
Trucks will inconspicuously 
do the treatment. There will 
be a total of three applications 
done every other week. 

“1 think it’s well to let peo¬ 
ple of the community know 
our activities.” 

Whom should residents call 
if they believe they have found 
something the county agri¬ 
cultural department should 
sec? They should call Edwards 
at 575-5473. Edwards states 
it is unlikely anyone will find 
such a fly. 

The first Med-fly was found 
in this part of the state in 1975. 

Vic Daniels of Sierra Madre 
is a former county inspector, 
Edwards says.

HOWTO AVOID 
STAIN DAMAGE

If you work where your 

clothes are likely to get sul¬ 
phuric acid (used in bat¬ 
teries) or hydrochloric (used 
by plumbers and radiator 
repair shops) choose clothes 
that are acid resistant such 
as modacryclic or polyester. 

Both are acid resistant. 

Modacrylic fabrics must be cleaned at 140“ 

or less dry tumble. Pressing melts as well 

as shrinks them. Strictly working clothes. 

Polyester, acid resistant too. 

Blends of 65/35 of polyester and cotton work 
but cotton fibers are damaged by acid and even¬ 
tually lost. 

If you just happen to accidentally get some 
acid on your clothes, rinse with baking soda in 
water at once to neutralize the acid. 

Caught quickly enough on some fabrics, the 
damage may be slight but too often it’s too late. 

You’ll note as always, an ounce of prevention 
is worth your wardrobe and, possibly, even your 
skin. 

We’re sorry we haven’t better news for you but 
those are the facts. So, use soda solution as soon 
as possible and have the garment drycleaned as soon 
as possible too.
